The Sp«cie Hofemect. 


There appears to be a considerable falling 


oif this year in our goldreceipts, but wheth- 
er of our actual gold product, is doubtful. — 
It is alleged iu some quarters that the de- 
crease in onr receipts of gold may be partly 
accounted for by the opening of the San 
Francisco Mint, which receives from the 
mines large quantities of gold, which is 
coined or run Into bars and shipped to Sew 
York or to England without ever coming to 
the chief mint of the United States. The 
Philadelphia mint, therefore, can no longer 
be regarded as the most accurate test of the 
production of our gold mines. We learn 
from Philadelphia that the amount of spe- 
cie deposited in the United States mint in 
that city, in the month of August, amoun- 
ted to 63.272,000, all being gold except 
£332,000 of silver. The coinage of the 
month, cold, silver und copper included, 
was -55,308,836. 
The entire deposits 


of gold at the mint for the first eight 
months of this and the past years, were as 
follows: for 1852, S32.ll55.593; for 1853, 
837,823,341; for 1854, §28,470,570.— 
Thus, while there was aa increase of some 
£5,750,000 in the first eight mouths of 1853 
over the same month;) of the preceding year, 
there is this year, so far, a falling off of 
39,348.262 from last year. H 'u possible 
that the diversiou of bullion by the 
San Francisco mint aad other channels is 
at least equal to the difference between the 
mint receipt of 1852 and 1854, as just 
given. If so, the gold product this year 
comes up to about thirty-two cillions of 
dollars.
